Those Who Help Themselves. As 
the Christmas season nears its 
ever-enjoyable climax, Princetgn is 
in one particular respect a better 
community than it was two years 
ago. In its midst in December of 
1947, a family of 14, whose neigh- 
bors knew and respected its mem- 
bérs for their self-help and courage 
in the face of mounting hardship, 
was aware down to the youngest 
child that Christmas would be 
“mostly for ethers this year.” The 
months that lay ahead were even 
harder to contemplate. 

At Town Topics’ suggestion, and 
with approval of the Social Service 
Bureau, an appeal for funds 
brought a generous, heart-warming 
response. The Christmas cheer, and 
the money, clothing and toys that 
were contributed, lasted through 
1948 and carried into 1949. Train- 
ed welfare workers supervising the 
case report noteworthy progress 
on the part of those who, given a 


helping hand by others, never 
ceased to help themselves. The 
“Christmas Trust Fund" which 


Princetonians created in time of 
need carried this family through 
its most difficult years. 

Twelve months later Town 
Topics appealed to “those Prince- 
tonians who _ understand that 
Christmas can be the loneliest and 
longest day of the year, who know 
that the feeling of standing alone 
against the world is hardest to 
bear when memories of the past 
flood the present and make the fu- 
ture seem even more bleak.” A 
young mother of two months’ 
widowhood and her three children 
faced the world alone, with sor- 
row and determination as their 
principal heritage. 

Again, the Princeton community 
had its heart measured for size, 
and again the volume of the re- 
sponse was cheering to participant 
and onlooker alike. Bills owed by 
the estate were returned marked

The Road Back. It wasn't quite 
ten years ago that Dick Vaughan's 
hockey teams were an even bet to 
top any college sextet in the East.
